LETTER FROM BOSTON. 
Boston, June 25, 1846. 


The fourth of July passed off very pleasantly 
here. By the exertions of the friends of temper- 
ance 3000 gallons of water were supplied (trem 
Long Pond) to persons on the Coommen, at an ex- 
pense of only two hundred dollars, which no doubt 
prevented many from taking something 
stronger. But alas for the cause of total abstinence, 
much beastly drunkenness occurred here on the 
fourth, as rum can be obtained here as free as ever. 
.A host of wretched persons was brought up betore 
the Police Court on Monday and fined jor drunk- 
enness. From appearances lam tearful the tem- 
perance cause is retrograding. It is estimated that 
two hundred thousand persons witnessed the fire- 
works on the Common last Saturday evening. We 
hear that five thousand persons were carried over 
the Old Colony Railroad on that day—that the re- 
ceipts for passengers were seven thousand dollars 
—quite a harvest. As usual, many serious and 
fatal accidents occurred in the New England 
States on the “fourth,” but] have not space to 
speak of many of them individually. 

A young man aged 17 years was instantly killed 
in Woodville (Hopkinton,) by the bursting of a 
canpnen, 

Two men were killed on the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, while passing under a bridge between 
Great Falls and Dover. They were in the morning 
train from Portland, on top of a car, and were 
jemmed between the bridge and car so as to cause 
death in a few hours.

IiIsSTORY OF THE BEARD. 

Of the antiquity of the custom of wearing 
the beard, there can be but littl doubt, since, 
unless Adam was the frst barber, as well as 
gardener, he must have worn the old ornament 
to his chin with which God had furnished hia, 
though nothing has shown the mutability of 
fashion more than to cut, color and curl, since 
the creation of man. The Jews have, amcor 
been more constant to the beard of any nation, 
having worn it from the time of the Patriarchs 
ull within afew years back ; nay, with them 
the cut cf the beard was a sacred duty—to 
shave it was a sign of mourning, and to 
pluck it an insult.
